Council woman knocked down grandfather, 71 

DRINK-DRIVE 
KILLER GETS 
FIVE YEARS 


A COUNCIL manager who 
knocked down and killed a 71- 
year-old grandfather as she drove 
home while three times the legal 
alcohol limit has been jailed for 
five years. 

Kate Walker did not have her head¬ 
lights on when she ploughed into air¬ 
craft engineer Brian Metcalfe on 
Dudley Road, Oldbury. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard how 
the 32-year-old marketing manager at 
Sandwell Council, had downed six pints of 
cider, three vodkas and three gins before 
getting behind the wheel. 

She was so drunk she fell over twice as 
she tried to get into her Nissan Micra, 
which she had parked in the mayor’s car 
park at the Council House. She admitted 
causing death by dangerous driving while 
under the influence of drink, failing to stop 
after an accident and drink-driving. 

Prosecutor Mr Howard Searle told the 
court how Walker, of Luanne Close in 
Cradley Heath, had started drinking at 
lunchtime on January 28 at a leaving 
party for a council colleague. 

He said: “She was seen on CCTV at 
10.40pm in the mayor’s car park. She fell 
and lay on the ground for 40 seconds. She

zig-zagged over to her vehicle and fell on 
the ground a second time.” 

She sat in the car for 24 minutes before 
driving off without her lights on. 

Walker drove off after hitting Mr Met¬ 
calfe but was arrested two miles away. 

The heartbroken family of Mr Metcalfe 
told how a “moment’s madness” by drink- 
driver Kate Walker had ruined their lives. 

They spoke out after trial at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court. The court had 
heard how, despite his age, Mr Metcalfe 
was still working as a safety equipment 
supervisor in Wales. 

He would return to Oldbury at week¬ 
ends. He was planning his retirement and 


making plans with his partner of 30 years, 
Gloria Hadley, to travel the world. 

In a statement following the jailing of 
Walker, Ms Hadley, of Junction Road in 
Oldbury, along with Mr Metcalfe’s family 
including his daughter Sarah Metcalfe and 
her two children, said: “We heard the judge 
say she took a chance which turned into 
tragedy. It is certainly a tragedy for our 
family. 

“A moment’s madness has taken one life 
and ruined others.” 

Ms Hadley earlier paid tribute to Mr 
Metcalfe, as “very attentive, kind and so 
romantic”. She said: '‘He was a real gentle¬ 
man. He would open the door for you and 
never let you carry anything. If he saw an 
old lady in the street carrying a bag, he’d 
offer her a hand.” 

Jailing Walker, Judge Amjad Nawaz 
said: “This is a very tragic case — very 
tragic for friends and family of the 
deceased and tragic for the defendant. 
There is no more painful way for such a loss 
to occur. It put an end to the plans Mr Met¬ 
calfe had with his partner.” 

He added: '‘In my judgment, because of 
her state of inebriation she took a chance 
which turned into tragedy.” 

Sandwell Council said Walker was no 
longer employed by the authority. 


Father dies after being punched 


A FATHER has died after 
being floored by a single punch 
as his girlfriend and 10-year- 
old daughter looked on in a 
Dudley street. 

Marcus Hutton, aged 30, of 
Dudley, was critically injured 
after becoming involved in an 
argument outside Priory 
Wines, in Priory Road, at 
4.20pm on Saturday. 

He was taken to Russells 
Hall Hospital in a critical con¬ 
dition and placed on a life 
support machine but died on 
Sunday night. 

Mr Hutton is believed to 
have been making his way to 
his parents’ house to help with 
some DIY when the attack 
took place. Friends suggested 


the tragedy happened after 
derogatory remarks were 
made about Mr Hutton’s girl¬ 
friend. 

Police would not give any 
more details , but said they 
had charged a man with 
manslaughter on Sunday. 

Relatives in Priory Road 
were too distressed to speak , 
but one resident said: “I did 
not really know the victim 
that well, just passed him in 
the street now and then. He 
always seemed nice enough.” 

Floral tributes were left 
outside Priory Wines. 

One read: “To an old friend. 
RIP mate, you’ll be missed, 
Den,” while another read: 
“Saddened by the news that 


you’re gone.” While friend 
John Racer, said: “Rest in 
peace Marcus Hutton. You 
were like a brother to us - we’ll 
all miss you more than you’ll 
ever know. God bless you, 
mate” 

Rumours 

Now patrols have been 
stepped up amid rumours of 
revenge attacks. 

Insp Richard Jones, from 
Dudley North police, said 
there had been rumours in the 
community of revenge 
attacks, and said reassurance 
patrols were taking place 
along with house-to-house 
visits in the area.

Council chiefs in Dudley 
said they were working to 
make sure Southern Cross 
residents were the top prior¬ 
ity. 

Other care homes 
affected in the Black 
Country and Wyre Forest 
include Ashbourne in 
Dudley, Ashgrove in 
Netherton, Bryden House 
in Kidderminster, and Red¬ 
brick Court in Wordsley. 

Dudley Council cabinet 
member for adult, commu¬ 
nity and housing services, 
Councillor Lesley Faulkner, 
said: ‘We are working with 
colleagues in health and 
other local authorities 
regionally and nationally to 
ensure the interests of resi¬ 
dents in Southern Cross 
care homes are protected.” 

Halesowen and Rowley 
Regis MP James Morris 
recently visited Southern 
Cross’s Roxburgh House 
care home, in Reddall Hill 
Road, Cradley Heath, to 
discuss the future. 

The home is one of 26 in 
the West Midlands run by 
the struggling company 
employing around 40 
workers and housing 38 res¬ 
idents.

Senior development officer Ian 
Romano said: “The new sports and 
social club will provide a cricket 
pitch, pavilion, practice nets and 
bowling green on the Coombswood 
Green Wedge. 

“We are creating a new public 
footpath on the green wedge, main¬ 
taining public access around the 
new club. Full public access to the 
green wedge will remain through¬ 
out the works. The sports club is 
expected to be completed next 
year.” More than 700 people signed 
a petition against the plans when 
they were first unveiled but they 
were given the nod in September 
2009. They argued the site was a 
wildlife haven. 


Sgt Cliff Tomkinson, who leads the 
Brockmoor and Pensnett police neigh¬ 
bourhood team’s campaign to remove 
the horses from danger, said, we’ve 
had a wonderful response to the press 
report.

Dudley Council agreed to fund a six- 
month trial in which Brenda - given a 
codename to guard against the risk of 
retaliation by owners of the stray 
horses - will look after the ponies until 
new homes can be found for them. 
Police lawyers came across a Victo- 
rian-era law that allowed officers to 
remove horses from the streets. A total 
of 31 horses have been seized.

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Zoo has chicks’ survival taped 



These two Satyr Tragopans can 
now walk properly thanks to 
birdkeeper Nicola Wright 


Nifty footwork by birdkeepers at 
Dudley Zoo has ensured the survival of 
two rare, newborn chicks. 

Staff at the attraction noticed a couple 
of tiny Satyr Tragopans, which is a type 
of pheasant that originates from the 
Himalayas, had been born with 
deformed feet. 

They feared the birds would be unable 
to walk properly and might not survive- 
but the quick-thinking keepers came up 
withthe solution - a roll of medical tape. 

They used it to separate the birds’ toes 
and form a splint, and it looks like the 
measure has proved a success. 

Joint head of birds Nicola Wright said: 
“The birds’ feet were quite badly mis¬ 
shapen and there was no way they could 


have survived like that so we decided to 
reset the toes. 

“It was a really fiddly exercise as the 
feet are so small, but we persevered and 
managed to get it done and, thankfully, 
it seems to have worked and the feet are 
now straight and as they should be.” 

She added: “Initially we weren’t sure 
how to save them, but curator Matt 
Lewis remembered the tape technique 
he had used more than 20 years ago in a 
similar situation, so we decided to have 
a go.” The medical tape was applied 
when the birds, now six weeks old, were 
born. Nicola added: “Unfortunately the 
tape dissolves when it gets wet and there 
may be a risk of infection so we have to 
replace it every day.

Crackdown 
on leaving 
dog mess 

A crackdown has been 
launched on dog owners who 
fail to clean up their pets’ 
mess in public places. 

Enforcement officers from 
Wyre Forest District Council 
have been carrying out 
special patrols and speaking 
to pet owners. 

They want to know how 
much people know about the 
penalties for not removing 
dog mess and to reinforce the 
importance of cleaning up 
after pets. 

Stencils have also been 
used to paint signs on park 
pathways to highlight that 
on the spot fines of £50 can 
be dished out to people found 
flouting the rules. 

Failure to pay the fine can 
result in a fine of up to 
£ 1 , 000 . 

The crackdown has been 
launched as part of a bigger 
campaign called Love Your 
Place which encourages res¬ 
idents to report problems 
with litter, flytipping and 
graffiti. 

Forest District Council 
Councillor Marcus Hart 
said: “There are a minority 
who continue to act irrespon¬ 
sibly.”

task wasn’t exactly a walk 
in the park but local conser¬ 
vation is important and I 
am thrilled that we were 
able to work as a team to 
make a difference to this 
historical area.”

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Elgar’s diary is found in vault 


A diary which one belonged to 
Worcestershire composer Edward 
Elgar has been discovered in an 
underground vault in Worcester. 

The diary, which has been stored in 
the basement at Worcester Library, 
was written by an upper-class man 
who lived in Georgian times — a period 
in which Elgar took a keen interest. 

Penned by William Wilmot, a 
wealthy Derbyshire man, the diary is 
a record of his daily life. Sir Edward 
Elgar bought it at an auction sale at 


Malvern and desired it should find a 
permanent home in the Worcester 
Public Library. 

The diary features notes penned by 
Elgar himself. The composer from 
Lower Broadheath, near Worcester, is 
celebrated worldwide for works such 
as Nimrod and the Dream of Geron- 
tius. Worcester Library is in the 
process of clearing out its basement, 
which houses duplicate stock and the 
remains of the original Victoria Insti¬ 
tute Library, in preparation for the its 


relocation to The Hive next year. The 
diary will be kept alongside other 
Elgar-related items. 

Worcestershire County Council 
libraries and learning manager Kathy 
Kirk said: “The basement is a bit of an 
Aladdin’s cave.” 

General manager for Museums 
Worcestershire, Iain Rutherford, 
said: “It was particularly pleasing to 
uncover the William Wilmot diary, 
which sheds a fascinating light on the 
life of a Georgian gentleman.”

Letters and emails have 
been flooding into a parish 
council after residents 
were invited to give their 
views on controversial 
changes to a village’s his¬ 
toric High Street.

Businesses also say trade in 
the village has plummeted since 
the £900,000 scheme was com¬ 
pleted earlier this year. 

The review is to take place 
later in the year and the parish 
council asked residents and 
traders to submit their views 
which will be presented to the 
county council. 

Interest 

Parish Council clerk Jenny 
Spaull said there had already 
been a high level of interest from 
the community. But she said the 
exact number of views submitted 
had not yet been counted. 

“A count will take place but not 
until later on in the process, prob¬ 
ably in August closer to when the 
review is expected,” she said. 


“There has been a constant and 
steady stream of correspondence 
received so far. At the moment all 
correspondence received on this 
is being placed in a file so it can be 
fully analysed at a later date. 

“We want to have more views 
submitted before we start 
working on the document which 
will be sent to the county council.” 

Among the commments 
already received are complaints 
from residents and traders that 
traffic queues are being caused 
because of “pinch points” along 
the High Street and there is little 
room for delivery lorries to park 
up. 

Villagers’ comments can be 
delivered to the parish council at 
95, High Street, Kinver, DY7 
6HD, until August 26.

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Doomed school is 
earmarked for sale

A doomed Dudley high school 
has been earmarked for sell-off 
as council bosses seek to cut 
their losses amid budget cuts. 

The former Pensnett High 
School, now a learning centre for 
Year 10 and 11 pupils to finish their 
GCSEs, will close for good at the 
end of August next year. The future 
of the building depends on whether 
anyone wants to buy the site. 

The school costs £300,000 a year to 
keep open, a burden on the department 
which needs to make £12million 
savings in the next three years. 

Childrens’ chief Councillor Liz 
Walker said: “Some people have asked 
whether we can make use of the build¬ 
ing, but it would cost a lot of money we 
can ill afford. 

“Unless a private investor comes 
along to fund it, I imagine we will cut 
our losses and sell it off. 

Resources 

“Its future will depend on whatever 
our corporate resources department 
decides to do with it.” 

She said the school’s sports hall, 
playing fields and adjoining community 
centre - all of which were lottery funded 
- would remain in place. 

The school closed in July last year, 
reopening in September to allow 134 
GCSE students to complete their 
studies. 

Other students were transferred to 
The Wordsley School, The Crestwood 
School and Summerhill School in 
Kingswinford. 

“All the students are progressing 
very well,” Councillor Walker added. 

News of closure was met with outrage 
after proposals to merge the school with 
Crestwood School, Kingswinford were 
scrapped in 2009. 

Councillor Walker said the authority 
had been forced to reconsider the 
school’s future because of falling pupil 
numbers and plummeting grades. 

In 2009, only 19 per cent of students 
achieved five grades at A* to C includ¬ 
ing English and maths.

A MONUMENT maker from 
Wollaston is producing more than 
30 pieces of art as part of a 
£500,000 community project 
based along a Dudley canal.

“It has been an honour to create 
such unique tributes which will act as 
a true reflection of the history of the 
Black Country for generations to 
come.

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Pink army of women in 
race for charity funding 


Thousands of women 
turned the grounds of a 
stately home into a sea of 
pink as they gathered to 
raise thousands of pounds 
for the battle against cancer. 

Around 3,500 competitors 
from across the region turned 
out for two races held at the 
second Race for Life event at 
Himley Hall, Dudley. 

Women taking part dressed in 
pink cowboy hats or donned flam¬ 
boyant feather boas and bunny ears 
to run, jog or walk the 5km course, 
many in honour of a loved one. 

Both races — one in the morning, 
one in the afternoon - were the first 
in the entire country this year to be 
fully attended. 

Cancer Research officials said 
they expected to have raised 
around £200,000 from the races. 

Paediatric oncologist at Birming¬ 
ham Children’s Hospital Pam 
Kearns crossed the finish line first 
in the 3pm race in a time of 25 
minutes 32 seconds. 

The 51-year-old, of Wheaton 
Aston, Staffordshire, is running 10 
races to raise awareness of how 
cancer affects children. 

Sunday’s event was her fifth com¬ 


pleted race - and the first one she 
has won. She said: “My main aim in 
running these races is to raise 
awareness of children affected by 
cancer. 

“Although it is rare it is still the 
cause of many deaths. Seventy five 
per cent of children diagnosed with 
the condition are cured but we want 
to better that. The only way we can 
do that is through research. That is 
why events like this are so vitally 
important.” Also taking part in the 
run were twin sisters Victoria and 
Diana Morton, 27, and their mother 
Chris, 54. 

Laser 

Chris, of Ambridge Way, Sedgley, 
was diagnosed with cancer 14 years 
ago and underwent laser therapy at 
Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospital. 

Chris has raised £300 for the 
charity through sponsorship, Victo¬ 
ria, a receptionist at Intelligent 
Solutions in Brierley Hill, £150 and 
her sister, who is receptionist at the 
Copthorne Hotel, also Brierley Hill, 
a further £150. 

Sisters Karen James, 48, and 
Christine Swan, 61, were also 
taking part in the run in honour of 
their mother Elizabeth Brownhill. 
Mrs James, of Calvin Close, Worn- 
bourne, said: “Our mother died of 
breast cancer 20 years ago when 


she was aged 65. We wanted to do 
something to honour her and to 
raise money for the cause.” They 
have raised around £100 for the 
charity through sponsorship. 

Lesley Abbey, 46, of Muirfield 
Crescent, Tividale, was running the 
race with her 15-year-old daughter 
Lizzie. 

Together they have raised 
around £500 for the charity and it 
was the first time either of them 
had taken part in the event. 

Chris Sinar, 60, of Worcester 
Road, Willenhall, and daughters 
32-year-old Jayme and 41-year-old 
Zoe ran the race for husband and 
father Mel. Mrs Sinar said: “My 
husband died around six-and-half 
years ago after being diagnosed 
with bowel cancer,” she said. 

Sisters Maria Tongue, 42, of 
Beechcroft Road, Wall Heath, and 
Jane Douglas, 46, of Grove Park, 
Wall Heath, were also among the 
competitors taking part. 

Maria was competing in honour 
of her husband’s mother Josie 
Tongue and Jane for a friend of 
their father’s named George 
Allan.They have raised £200 for the 
charity. 

Bailie Nizzer, 35, of Great Bridge, 
was running the race with a group 
of her friends, who all wore false 
pink eyelashes.

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Value of 
council’s 
housing 
plummets 

The value of Dudley 
Council’s houses has 
dropped by £200 million - 
nearly a third — because of 
the struggling property 
market. 

Residents’ rent and tax 
will not be reduced despite 
the drop though, councillors 
have warned. The proper¬ 
ties were revalued by the 
Government during the last 
financial year as part of a 
five-yearly process. 

Though the value of the 
23,000 properties has 
dropped by £198m the 
council has said the amount 
people will have to pay will 
not be affected by the finan¬ 
cial shocker. 

Housing chief Councillor 
Adrian Turner, said: 
“Council tax is calculated 
using a separate system 
that takes into account all 
properties, including 
private dwellings, so that 
will not change. 

“Rent is not necessarily 
reflected by changes in the 
value of the council’s 
housing stock so people 
should not expect this to 
have an effect on what they 
pay.” 

Council finance chiefs 
argue the figure gives an 
overall value for the author¬ 
ity’s property assets. 

The drop equates to an 
average of £8,600 per prop¬ 
erty - and Councillor 
Turner has blamed the 
property market crash and 
a different formula being 
used to calculate the values. 

He said: “There was 
bound to be a change in the 
values since the last valua¬ 
tion after what has hap¬ 
pened with the economy.” 

The council is looking to 
sell 93 empty properties 
that have fallen into disre¬ 
pair. 


Yugo to Ian and find out

It was a car designed by workers in the depths of Communist Yugoslavia by a 
former weapons manufacturer. Now a Dudley classic car enthusiast is leading 
a search for the last remaining examples of the vehicle on Britain’s roads. 

Car rental firm vehicle inspector Ian Macaulay, from Halesowen, first developed a 
passion for cars from a bygone age through quintessential British classics like Morris 
Minors and MG Midgets. But with the fall of the Berlin Wall in 1989, his hobby heralded 
a new dawn with an influx of Soviet and communist-made vehicles.

QUdleyChronS@expreSSanclStar.CO.Uk Polish made FSOs were being imported in greater and 
greater numbers for British motorists keen on cheaper 
alternatives.

“It was quirky and different compared to everything on 
the roads at the time and especially classic British cars,” 
he says. “I’d always had a passion for other British cars but 
I was intrigued by these Eastern European cars obviously 
because they were less well known and seemed interest¬ 
ing.” Mr Macaulay, aged 53, already owned an East 
German Trabant made in 1989. But after a private collec¬ 
tor based in Penzance, Cornwall, decided to sell his Yugo, 
Mr Macaulay jumped at the chance to bring it up to the 
Black Country. 

He paid £650 for the car three years ago but says he had 
to spend even more on renovations.

According to the latest figures obtained 
from the DVLA there are now 118 Yugos of every model on 
its database with just 54 currently in use on British roads. 

Around 12 months ago, Mr Macaulay joined forces with 
another Yugo enthusiast Phil Dust, from Staffordshire, to 
form the Zastava-Yugo Club UK in its honour. 

The club boasts 26 members who collectively own 
around 40 cars. Mr Macaulay also helps edit its quarterly

Mad mix of farce 
which fizzles out 


No surrender - Alan Bleasdale 

Almost 30 years ago Liverpudlian playwright Alan 
Bleasdale made his name with the seminal Boys From 
the Blackstuff which was a follow-up mini-series to his 
original drama Blackstuff. 

He was responsible for irritating the then Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher and showing a gritty and despairing view 
of life in his home city as it tried to struggle with recession, 
poverty and social breakdown. 

Three years later he reunited quite a few of the cast for a 
full length film which had all the ingredients for an explosive 
farce. Sadly, No Surrender smoulders for too long and then 
fizzles out like a damp squib. 

The film has a sterling British cast which includes not only 
Michael Angelis, who many will know as the voice of Thomas 
the Tank Engine; Bernard Hill who was known to millions in 
the 80s as Yozzer “gizzajob” Hughes and more recently as 
King Theoden in the epic Lord of the Rings, but also boasts 
James Ellis, Joanne Whalley, Ray MacNally and Michael 
Ripper. 

Nefarious 

Angelis is the new manager at a dive of a nightclub, The 
Charleston, in an obviously run down area of Liverpool which 
is a front for the local crime boss to carry out his nefarious 
activities. 

Unbeknown to Angelis, heading towards the club to cele¬ 
brate New Year’s Eve, is a wanted and ageing IRA terrorist 
running from the law who is using the threat of violence to get 
help from a former comrade. 

Add to this two parties of troublesome pensioners from the 
opposite ends of the religious spectrum - one lot from a 
catholic social club, the other all staunch Protestants; a 
totally inappropriate punk band; a lousy magician, played 
strangely enough by Elvis Costello and a dreadfully unfunny 
comedian, all of which have been organised by the previous 
boss of the club in some twisted act of revenge. 

What follows is a series of pseudo-sketches which try to 
showcase the legendary wit of the Scouser in the face of 
adversity but unfortunately even back then, when they were 
trying to be cutting edge, most of the jokes were as tired 
sounding as the cast. 

Realism 

This is a film which doesn’t know what it is, what it wants 
to do or what it wants to say as it heads towards its tragi¬ 
comic conclusion. 

It has Bleasdale’s realism but it lacks his grittiness and 
humour gleaned from ridiculous and difficult situations and 
instead tries to force the pathos on the viewer much like the 
poor comedian who has been booked.

Bleasdale’s reflections on society are there and there are 
subtexts of how the elderly and infirm are treated; the decay 
of modern society and old values; religious divisiveness and 
social prejudices among others, none of which are fully 
explored or committed to by either the actors or the script. 

What you have is really a mess of a film which promises 
much but delivers little. 

Like all of Bleasdale’s work it is a snapshot of the times 
which inspired it however, like most Polaroids the sharpness 
began to fade straightaway.

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Council in homes sell-off plan 


Two dozen council houses in 
Dudley which have been deemed too 
costly to refurbish are set to be sold off 
by borough bosses. Council chiefs also 
say they are looking to launch a pilot 
scheme later this year where people 
can live rent free in a local authority 
property for a set period if they pledge 
to spruce up the outside of the home. 

The plans have been drawn up 
after it emerged there are just over 
100 properties in the borough which 


require major work - often over 
£10,000 of refurbishments. The 
houses could be sold off to local 
housing associations or even put on 
the open market for the public to buy. 

Housing chief Councillor Adrian 
Turner, said: “A strategic approach to 
deal with high cost voids was 
approved in March this year. 

“We have now identified 24 proper¬ 
ties that are uneconomical to repair 
within our budgets. These properties 


will be disposed of ideally to housing 
associations but potentially utilising 
other initiatives including sale on the 
open market.” 

The trial scheme which would see 
residents allowed to live rent free 
while they carried out improvement 
works would only involve external 
repairs. The waiting list for a council 
house in Dudley stands at 7,677 
including existing tenants looking to 
transfer to a new property.

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Final chapter of Harry Potter wizardry 


H E is the boy wizard 
who revitalised the 
book business, 
boosted the British film 
industry and even con¬ 
quered Hollywood, and 
tomorrow night the world¬ 
wide phenomenon that is 
Harry Potter will reach its 
epic conclusion. 

Harry Potter and the Deathly 
Hallows Part II, which opens world¬ 
wide on Friday, July 15, is the eighth 
and last in the record-smashing film 
franchise adapted from JK 
Rowling’s seven novels about a boy 
wizard. 

And when author and the three 
stars - Daniel Radcliffe, Rupert 
Grint and Emma Watson - stepped 
on to the red carpet in London for 
the premiere last week, they were 
entitled to feel both triumphant and 
poignant. 

Hollywood studio Warner Bros 
took over Trafalgar Square for the 
red carpet premiere, making space 
for the anticipated crowds of fans 
young and old dressed in Harry 
Potter costumes. 

Anticipation 

The seven movies released so far, 
which began with Harry Potter and 
the Philosopher’s Stone in 2001, 
have grossed £3.9 billion at the box 
office. 

Although the figures hide a 
steady decline in admissions - the 
first film is still the most successful - 
experts predict that the combina¬ 
tion of higher 3D ticket prices and 
anticipation surrounding the final 
chapter could see Deathly Hallows 
2 break records. 

The Harry Potter series has made 
its three main child stars among the 
most recognisable faces in the 
world - as well as making them rich 
beyond dreams. 

When the trio - Daniel Radcliffe, 
Emma Watson and Rupert Grint - 
were paraded before the world’s 
cameras almost 11 years ago after 
an exhaustive casting process, they

were fresh-faced unknowns. 

But now, just into their early 20s, 
they have a lengthy cinema career - 
and a combined wealth estimated 
at almost £100 million. 

Radcliffe - who will be 22 on July 
23 - has generated the most cash 
from his titular role as the hero 
According to the Sunday Times 
Rich List the young actor is worth 
£48 million, ranking him fifth in the 
list of British millionaires under 30. 

He had already had some on¬ 
screen experience by the time he 
landed the prized role as Harry, after 
appearing in BBC1 ’s adaptation of 
David Copperfield and making his 
movie debut in John Boorman’s film 
The Tailor Of Panama, alongside 
Pierce Brosnan. 

Like his co-stars, viewers have 
seen Radcliffe grow up before their 
eyes with each instalment of the 
wizarding adventures. They have 
also seen him head off in surprising 
directions, aside from his Potter 
commitments. Most famously, 
these included his nude on-stage 
role in Equus in London’s West End 
and on Broadway in New York. He 
also appeared this year in the 


Broadway revival of How To 
Succeed In Business Without 
Really Trying. Next year he will be 
seen in his first screen role since he 
finished the Potter films as a 
haunted solicitor when The Woman 
In Black - made by the revived 
Hammer Film company - is 
released. 

In an interview recently, he said 
the trappings of wealth and fame 
were not really for him and that he 
had given up drinking after saying 
he had become “reliant” on alcohol. 

In contrast to Radcliffe’s early 
screen experience, Emma Watson 
had only performed in school plays 
before landing her role as Hermione 
Granger. She was just nine years 
old when she was cast in the role 
which has contributed to a fortune 
reckoned to be worth £24 million. 

Her elegant looks and poise have 
also led to modelling contracts 
including a stint for Burberry and 
she appeared in ads for Lancome 
earlier this year. 

The grounded star went to uni¬ 
versity in the US in 2009 but 
announced she was leaving earlier 
this year. It is thought she will 
resume her studies at Oxford in the 
autumn. 

Rupert Grint, who has played 
Ron Weasley throughout the series, 
is also estimated to be worth £24 
million. The 22-year-old has used 
his wealth to indulge himself in a 
collection of quirky vehicles which 
have included a Mr Whippy ice 
cream van, a bubble car and a Ford 
Anglia. 

Like Watson, Grint had no previ¬ 
ous screen experience before 
applying for the role - which he 
heard about on BBCI’s News- 
round. He appeared in his first non- 
Potter role just a year after the first 
film was released, starring in chil¬ 
dren’s comedy Thunderpants in 
2002. Then in 2006 he appeared 
alongside his screen mother from 
Harry Potter, Smethwick-raised 
actress Julie Walters, in the 
poignant drama-comedy Driving 
Lesssons. 

Now their post-Potter careers 
really get under way.

Harry Potter facts 

Around 450 million copies of J K 
Rowling’s books have been sold in 200 
territories worldwide. They have been 
translated into 70 languages. 

The previous seven Harry Potter films 
have grossed $6.4 billion to date - around 
£4 billion at today’s exchange rate. 

The previous Potter film, Deathly Hallows 
Pt 1, took £18.32 million in its first three 
days, the biggest opening weekend of all 
time. 

During the making of the films, a total of 
600 school uniforms have been made for 
pupils at Hogwarts. Leading man Daniel 
Radcliffe and his various stunt doubles 
have had Harry Potter’s trademark scar 
on the head painted 5,800 times. 

Radcliffe has worn 160 pairs of glasses 
during filming, and carried 70 wands. 

A total of 588 different sets have been 
created for for the films. 

The Great Hall set is big enough to hold 22 
London double-decker buses 
A total of 250 differnet animals have been 
used during filming. 

Around 1.7 million watched J K Rowling 
broadcast on the new pottermore.com 
website, which was launched last week. 
The site was visited by people from 214 
countries during launch week.

Another theme for the weekend was a tribute to the cente¬ 
nary of the Indianapolis 500 race from the USA, and a line of 
bricks had been inserted near the start line at Goodwood, as 
a tribute to the American venue known at The Brickyard. 

More than 30 Indy cars representing champions of the past 
and present lined up along the track, a genuine American 
marching band had been brought over to perform and rock 
musician Jeff Kollman played the US national anthem 
through large speakers from the roof of Goodwood House. 

Although expensive to attend, the increasing spectator 
numbers aptly prove that Goodwood provides a rare oppor¬ 
tunity to see and hear famous racing machines from all over 
the world, dating back many years, and to get close to the 
stars of the action, indulge in a spot of people watching, all 
in a true festival atmosphere, while feeding the need for the 
sights and sounds of speed.

RYAN Aston will box again in September 
after plans for a third fight in a month fell 
through - and backer James Dickens could be 
joining him in the corner. 

Dudley fighter Aston will appear at Birmingham’s 
Tower Ballroom on September 23 on a Dave Cold- 
well-promoted bill, which will also see the profes¬ 
sional debut of Coseley’s Tommy Ghent. 

Both fighters are the pride of Priory Park Amateur 
Boxing Club in Dudley and have recently signed three- 
year contracts with David Haye’s promotional company, 
Hayemaker. 

And, while Hayemaker plot their path to success in the 
pro-game, Dickens will be supporting them every step of 
the way. 

The 28-year-old is a successful businessman and chief 
executive of Edgbaston-based property developer Hackett 
& James. 

His influence has not only landed Aston and Ghent 
stable day jobs as contractors, but has also allowed Priory 
Park to embark on a radical new extension that could 
change the club forever. 

They were recently quoted a whopping £250,000 for the 
work they want done but Dickens is hoping to get that 
down to £100,000, barely above the price of materials. 

Fundraiser 

His company will use their own labour force to make 
Priory Park’s dream a reality and, thanks to a fundraiser 
organised by Hackett & James, the club are only £30,000 
away from their target and have already been granted 
planning permission. 

If their plans come together, a second main room will 
provide space for an additional ring, more punch and speed 
bags, along with the capacity to hold more than one class 
at a time. 

And while the foundations to secure Priory Park’s future 
are being laid, it looks as if Dickens, who trains and has

boxed for the club, will be a part of boxing for some time to 
come. 

The wheels are in motion for Dickens to take his 
‘seconds’ licence, allowing him to be in the corner when 
Aston and Ghent step through the ropes. 

Aston already has two straight victories inside the space 
of seven days as a pro at middleweight — with win number 
two coming on the undercard of Haye’s multi-world title 
tussle with Wladimir Klitschko in Germany last Saturday. 

Dickens joined Aston on the trip and the 20-year-old 
fighter feels he owes a debt to ‘the boss.’ 

He said: “Wherever I go in the pro-game, I will have a lot 
to thank James for and he will be there with me. 

“He loves the sport. He’s always going to be behind us 
and whatever way he can help us out he will do it. 

‘You want people with you who are all for the good of 
boxing, not the bad. I don’t just work for him, he’s one of my 
mates. 

“He’s the best boss in the world to work for, I have got no 
stress and worries outside of boxing and that will help me 
get to where I need to be.” 

Aston now has a two-month break from action but 
should have been boxing in two weeks’ time after lining up 
a fight on a Matchroom show in Cardiff. 

That fell through when one half of the main event, Euro¬ 
pean lightweight champion Gavin Rees, pulled out with a 
hand injury. 

But Aston is still on cloud nine after his part supporting 
the sport’s biggest heavyweight title fight for a decade, 
which went against Haye on a unanimous points decision.

The Black Country lad rubbed shoulders with George 
Foreman, Lennox Lewis and Michael Buffer during the 
preliminaries at Hamburg FC’s Imtech Arena.

Pederson making 
a comeback, at 48

CRADLEY speedway great Jan O Pedersen is 
making a comeback - at the age of 48. 

And he’ll be riding in Britain for the first time in nearly 
20 years as a side attraction to the Dudley Golden Hammer 
individual meeting on Tuesday, July 26. 

The Dane, one of the most spectacular riders in Hea¬ 
thens history, will tackle old Wolves foe Sam Ermolenko in 
a series of match races at Monmore Green. 

But Pedersen, who quit the sport in 1992 after suffering 
severe back injuries in a crash in Denmark, is looking 
further ahead — and is serious about his return to action. 

He has taken out a British racing licence through the 
Auto Cycle Union, the nation’s governing body for motor¬ 
cycle sport, and has been practising in Poland. 

And he can’t wait to get back on track in front of the Hea¬ 
thens fans. “It will be a fantastic night,” he said. “I’m so 
looking forward to it.” 

But why now? “I’ve missed the enjoyment of racing,” he 
said. “The way I dealt with not being able to ride back then 
was to keep away from speedway. 

“But a lot of things have happened in my life in the last 
15-20 years, especially the last five. 

Learned 

“I went to a pain clinic in Denmark and learned a lot 
about my injury which I didn’t know beforehand. 

“The other thing is that I have had some ups and downs 
but I met my wife in December 2009 and we got married 
eight months later. 

“My Julia, we kind of knew each other as children but I 
hadn’t seen her since she was 13. We didn’t meet for 30 
years. But then we met and apparently, and she’s saying it 
is OK for me to say this, she always had a crush on me! 

“That is one thing I have never really had in my life, a 
proper, settled-down relationship. It’s done me good. 

“We will work on being happy and what that means is 
that I will be racing! I will do the best I can, that’s my per¬ 
sonality. The way I rode was 100 per cent.” 

Fired by domestic bliss and armed with a better medical 
bulletin on his back, Pedersen contacted the Danish 
authorities about renewing his licence. The 1991 world 
champion was told to take the two-stage novice’s licence he 
passed in 1976! But with the Danish authorities still 
worried about his medical state, he got a British ACU 
licence instead. 

All that is now wanted to complete his happiness is a 
stadium for the revamped Heathens. 
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
